The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions Group I is directed to an apparatus 
for coating a photothermographic material with a photosensitive layer liquid coating 
wherein the lip plane of the slot coater or lip plane of the slide coater has a center 
roughness Ra. which is equal or less than 0.5 pm which may achieved by method other 
than grinding such as coating surfaces of the slide coater or slot coater. Group II is 
directed to a method for manufacturing a slot coater orslide coater. The slot coater or 
slide coater of Group II may have a center-line surface roughness of greater 0.5pm .
